of Governors' original decision was made at a meeting held last 'J'^r^ 
Thursday, when it was decided to refuse admillance to tho aliens ' 

recently released from Internment in Canadian camps. 

'O The student resolution was made ' 
following the Varsity International \ < 
Students' Day Rally In Convocation 
Hall. The motion was sponsored 
by the Toronto S.C.M. and was for- 
warded to the Secretary of the 
Board of Governors urging 'imme- 
diate reconsideration of the deci- 
sion. 

Motion Defeated. 

President H. J. Cody of the Uni 
vcrsliy of Toronto made a motion 
before the Board of Governors that 
the alien students should be admit- 
ted.

And Speeches 
Regale Freshmen 

Upperclassmen 
Found Among 
Those Present

Last night first year students 
were ottered, the final organiz- 
ed entertainment given on their 
behalf; namely the annual 
freshman banquet and dance.

After an excellent dinner the 
students were addressed by the 
speakers of the evening. Miss 
Munroe, of the Department of 
Physical Education, addressed 
the women;, she welcomed them 
to the tiniversity, and (old them 
that upon entering college tiiey 
were starting an entirely new 
experience In life, that they had 
left behind adolescence, and 
bad now to prepare themselves 
for adulthood. She told them 
that the most important aspect 
of entering college, was' the fact 
that tttey were given the privil- 
ege of choosing for themselves 
what they wanted to do, and 
should make the roost of that 
opportunity. 

The men were addressed by 
Lieutenant-Colonel J. M. Mor- 
ris, M.C., V.D., commander of 
the McGill C.O.T.C. He discuss- 
ed the rapid mechanical de- 
velopment of warfare within 
the laat few. years, and com- 
pared the weapons 'of previous 
wars with those used In the 
present struggle. But he em- 
phasized the fact that war has 
not basically changed even 
within the last hundreds of 
years, and mentioned the thrc* 
strongest strategic weapons in 
warfare: mobility, fire-power, 
and shock action. He gave ex- 
amples of each, shock action aa 
practised by the Macedonian 
phalanx, fire-power as practised 
by the British Archers at 
Crecy, and mobility as practised 
by Genghis Khan. He added 
that in modern war-fare these 
three principles instead of 
being used separately were un- 
ited into one strategy. 

He ended by saying that to 
unite these principles success- 
fully It is necessary to train 
men perfectly, and tbatUtIs was 
the reason why it was necKsary 
to give so much apparently tire- 
some drill in the first year 
training at McGill. Colonel Mor- 
ris was thanked by Glenn 
Cowan, president of last year's 
student society. The banquet 
was ended by a brief talk by 
Doug. Kerr, football coach, urg-

Î Alien Students 

Considerable controversy has arisen this 
week on the Toronto Varsity campus over 
the question of admitting eighteen alien 
students to flJfe University. • Although the 
B;jard of Governors' vote was split evenly, 
the decision went to the negative. A strong 
protest was registered at a student meeting, 
and several college heads and other author- 
ities also indicated their disapproval of 
.a^this jather narrow attitude. 

thttt the student body it- 
.' ' "■ self disagreed -with the Board's decision, is 
indicative of the policy which should bo 
I followed. If the contemporaries of these 
I wartime guests are willing to permit the 
continuation of their studies in Canada, 
little else need bè said. The responsibility 
which the University authorities have 
assumed in forcing these students to return 
to internment is corisidérabie. 

There are other factors to be consid- 
. ered: All of these students have been resi- 
• dents of the British Empire for several 
years, and have been attending English 
}^ schools and colleges. The British Govern- 
r ment has released them only after a de- 
: : tailed examination of their records, and 
with the deliberate intention of 'allowing 
them to carry on their work. In view, of 
these facts, the attitude of the Toronto 
authorities seems presumptuous to say the 
least. 

On ethical grounds, there is àdmiltèdly 
room for argument. Whether European 
students should be permitted to continue 
their studies while Canadians are fighting 
overseas is debatable, as a purely academic 
question. But arguing on the grounds of 
practicality, it seems only reasonable that 
their entrance to University be permitted. 
Weighing the relativp value .of these 
eighteen students as an infantry platoon 
against their value as trained minds, for 
war and peace, it is easily seen that their 
greatest utility lies in their academic work. 
There is one further point to be con- 
.^^ - sidèred, which is of ho small importance. 
Jy-. The acceptance, of these , students in a 
•'J^g^anadian Univers! a material 

l^pmpnstration of international goodwill on 
'^l^he.part of students and staff, about which 
'0 iriahy pious declarations have recently been 
inade. The significance of this interchange 
j^j^bf ideas across the Atlantic should not be 
' piinder-esUmated. The McGill authorities 
|A:-.have been most helpful and broadroinded 
is^Sis regards this problem, and are to bo con- 
Pjgratulated for the policy which they have 
K^piireued.

\ On the International Student Day, 
November 17th, there was a meèting in the 
Moyse Hall addressed by Colonel Hutnik. 
Of all the students at l^cGiil, only some 
3 - 250 cortsidered it worth thdr attention, 
compared with an attendance of more than 
lipOO students at a similar meeting at 
I^Toronto. 

Of coiirse, many excuses will be made 
■ii^.: for, the poor attendance at the meeting, but, 
'J': injpite of the fe^pr. hundred students who 
: ° .wore unavoidably absent, there should have 
])mq' A mtteh jMtteqc Ipunoui ias, ib» mec^

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ing. Comparison should be made between 
the present attitude of the students at 
McGill, and that of the Czech students on 
November 17th, 1939. 

The latter turned out en masse to 
attend the funeral of one of their number, 
Jan Opietal, a victim of the ruthless Nazi 
machine. They knew that the Nazis were 
seeking an excuse just such as this in order 
to start a vioioiis attack on the student 
body. Yet they turned out, in their thou- 
sands, at extreme personal peril. 

"jbho students at McGill, on the other 
hand, were merely asked to devote one 
hour of their time in remembrance of heroic 
deeds of their Czech counterparts, but the 
iron rule of apathy permitted only a medi- 
ocre turnout at the meeting in Moyse'Hall. 

Let McGill students, remedy this state 
of affairs by coming to the meeting at the 
Union tonight in really, large numbers, and 
show that McGill does not let the memoiy 
of the heroic Czech students pass unheeded.

Although neither very original nor very 
subtle, "Le Coeur Dispose" is an entertaining 
and at times highly amusing satirical comedy 
on French society before the war. The prin- 
cipal actors and supporting cast do full justice 
to Francis dc CroisseVs sparkling and witty 
dialogué, and tlie tempo throughout is kept 
at a fast-moving pace. 

Briefly, the plot centres around a wealthy 
family whose efforts are concentrated on 
marrying off their eldest daughter Helene. 
However, Helene has ideas of her own on the 
subject and refuses to be talked or forced into 
an^^nuniago.. Having an .inheritance of 4(XI,000 
franci;'she wants to be Ibvèd for herself and 
not for her money. 

Into the household appears Robert Levaltlcr, 
successor to his uncle as secretary to M. Miran- 
Charville, Helene's father. Helene, who is 
scomful of most men, is.particularly. unpleasant 
to Robert who adopts a shnllar attitude, but his 
love for her finally conquers. 

But not so with Helene. She becomes en- 
gaged to a visiting widower, Baron Houzler 
who is also the proud father of a seven-year- 
old -boy. of whom she is very fond. Shortly 
after the engagement is announced, however, 
Robert exposes the Baron's plan to defraud 
Helene's father of some valuable property. 
Helene overhears the whole proceedings, and of 
course breaks off her engagement to the Baron. 
Robert determines to leave his position, but 
both realize their love of each other, and so 
he remains. "La raison propose, le coeur 
dispose!" 

Germaine Aussey as Helene turns in a 
creditable performance although her move- 
ments are somewhat restless and erratic. The 
hero is no more than adequate. 

Of the supporting, players, acting honours 
must go to Charles Dechamps for his charac- 
terization of the excitable and thick-headéd 
'rentier,' M. Mlran-Charville. The author has 
drauni his character intelligently and Dechamps 
has not^nUtt^^ an to add consider- 

abiyi to] itlby^his own clever interpretation.

The Daily could make a real con- 
tribution to the Student War Effort, 
to the War Council and to ui who 
study by bringing into the open 
the ^ny sides of the questions that 
are bothering us. That there are 
many things that should be thought 
out and talked out was shown by 
the speakers in the recent Bovey 
Shield Comeptltlon. 

Sopio enlightened leadership is 
needed it we are to make any real 
contribution either to the war effort 
or to peace-time planning. 

You, sir, are the one official on 
the campus in a position to provide 
this leadership. That is the basis 
for much of the criticism that has 
been levelled at the Daily lately. It 
is not my task to tell you how to 
run the Daily, but this at least is 
becoming increasingly clear, Tlie 
Dally Is not quite measuring up to 
what is expected of a University 
Daily in tiipe of war.
